In ■ Sooty Chlmnoy 

It is not alone the ever-present risk 
of falling that makes a steeple jack’s 
trade one of the most dangerous in the 
world. There are other dangers,, as 
for example—but let Mr. Alfred H. 
Dow, steeple jack, tell the story of an 
ascent that almost cost him his life. 

I had, says Mr. Dow in the Ameri¬ 
can Magazine, contracted to clean a 
great chimney, twelve feet across and 
one hundred and thirty-five feet tall. 
It had not been cleaned in thirty years 
and was half choked with accumula¬ 
tions of soot. Inside there was an iron 
ladder that ran from the bottom to the 
top, but folks told me that rust had 
eaten several of the rungs and that I 
had better be careful. I thanked 
them, but went ahead. Before start¬ 
ing up, I told my partner to be careful 
to keep the door in the room at the 
foot of the chimney closed, for other¬ 
wise he might start a draft that would 
stir up the soot that I should dislodge 
as I climbed. He promised Co do it. 

TTiat chimney surely was a mess! 
Soot was banked six or eight inches 
deep on the rungs of the ladder ; the 
walls were caked with it; and as I 
climbed the air became thicker and 
thicker. I had to climb slowly and 
carefully. When I had been plough-
